wbeu first learned, is the entire ab­ 
sence of foreign m atter in the deep er 
p art of the ocean's floor. 
Of all the 
v essels lost in midocean, of all the 
hum an 
beings 
th at 
hav e 
been 
drowned, of all the m arine animals 
that hav e p erished, of all the clay. 
6an« l and grav el let fall by dissolv ing 
icebergs, of all the v arious substances 
drifted from ev ery shore by shifting 
currents, not a trace remains, but in 
their p lace w ater from 1,000 to 2,500 
fathom s in dep th cov ers the uniform 
dep osit of thick, bluish, tenacious 
slime called globigerina ooze. 
A bit of this under a p owerful lens 
is a rev elation of beauty not readily 
forgotten. 
The ooze is comp osed al 
most entirely of the daintiest, most 
delicately beautiful shells imaginable 
At dep ths greater than 2,500 fathom s 
the bottom of the sea consists m ainly 
of p roducts arising from exp osure* for 
alm ost incalculable p eriods to the 
chemical action of sea water, of p um 
ice and other v olcanic m atters. 
This 
finally resulis in the form ation of the 
red clay dep osits that are considered 
characteristic of the p rofoundest 
dep ths of the ocean. 
Carbonate of lime, which in the 
form of the shells of foram inifien. 
makes up so large a p art of the globi­ 
gerina ooze*, is here alm ost entirely 
absent. 
Sea w ater is v ery nearly a 
univ ersal solv ent, and before any 
shell, large or small, reaches the l>ot- 
tom of these trem endous abysms it 
is chemically eaten up . literally dis­ 
solv ed—a result which the enormou* 
p ressure of the w ater m ust m aterial 
ly hasten. 
A t 1,000 fathom s the w eight of the 
w ater p ressing on all sides of an ob 
ject immersed to th at dep th is v ery 
nearly one ton to the square inch, or 
m ore than 100 times th at sustained 
at the sea lev el, and at the greatest 
dep ths the p ressure is so increased 
that it would seem nothing could 
w ithstand it. in fact, heav y metal 
cylinders let down w ith the sounding 
ap p aratus are sometimes, on being 
draw n up again to the surface, found 
bent and collap sed. 
Strongly m ade 
glass v essels which the metal in- 
close« l aro shattered into fragments.

There is truly an aristocracy 
in 
nature as well aa among men. 
Broad, 
deep and swift flowing rivers, 
lofty 
mountains, and even towering bills, 
that were born amid the convii sio"s 
of upheavals and fashioned by g.acial 
hands 
into 
rugged 
cliff, 
r« libeled 
from the lake of the jiure.-t water, 
whose shores are robed in m agnifi­ 
cent forest*-, with rich, deep dark green 
foliage; all of which are calculated to 
arrest the attention, and inspire us 
with grandeur, august considerations 
and even reverence. 
T h is was 
my 
im pression when on the 10th day of 
April, 1893, I reached aud relied on 
the banks of what i* unfort unatley de­ 
nominated the 
B ig 
Forks 
R iver 
•Shod with snow shoes, with a silty 
pound pack on my back. with coin 
I ass for my guide, I had wandered 
from the valley of the Mississippi. 
I 
must confess that I was not j.rejjared 
to find this river open iu many places; 
so much so. that it behooved me to ex­ 
ercise some caution in selecting a 
crossing, and the absence of snow 
from the hills over which 
I 
had 
Gassed in approchiug this valley was 
frequent subject of thought, 
when 
contrasted with that of the Mississ 
ipni. 
L arg e flocks of duck and 
other 
water fowl, together with the birds of 
song greeted me on every hand, indi 
cating the advent of the season, the 
trne harbingers of spring. 
In de- 
cendiug the range of hills, to which I 
have referred, many mineral sp rin gs 
rich in iron, lay in my way, and to 
avoid them , or keep out of them, nece- 
sitated constant vigilance.

epigaea repeDP, of which

that has been noticed with interest,

when first learned, is the entire ab­ 
sence of foreign matter in the deeper 
part of the ocean's floor. 
Of aU the 
vessels lost in midocean, of all the 
human 
beings 
that 
have 
been 
drowned, of all the marine animals 
that have perished, of all the clay. 


6and and gravel let fall by dissolving 
icebergs, of all the various substances 
drifted from every shore by shifting 
currents, not a trace remains, but in 
their place water from 1,000 to 2,500 
fathoms in depth covers the uniform 
deposit of thick, bluish, tenacious 
slime t ailed globigerina ooze. 
A bit of this under a powerful lens 
is a revelation of beauty not readily 
forgotten. 
The ooze is composed a1 
most entirely of the daintiest, most 
delicately beautiful shells imaginable 
A t depths greater than 2.500 fathoms 
the bottom of the sea consists mainly 
of products arising from exposure for 
almost incalculable periods to the 
chemical action of sea vrater. of pun) 
ice and other volcanic matters. 
This 
finally results in the formation of the 
red d ay deposits that are considered 
characteristic 
of 
the 
profoundest 
depths of th© ocean. 
Carbonate of lime, which in the 
form of the shells of foraminifien. 
makes up so large a part of the globi­ 
gerina ooze, is here almost entirely 
absent. 
Sea water is very nearly a 
universal solvent, and before any 
shell, large or small, reaches the bot­ 
tom of these tremendous abysms it 
is chemically eaten up. literally dis­ 
solved—a result which the enormous 
pressure of the water must material 
ly hasten. 
At 1,000 fathoms the weight of the 
water pressing on all sides of an ob 
ject immersed to that depth is very 
nearly one ton to the square inch, or 
more than IOO times that sustained 
at the sea level, and at the greatest 
depths the pressure is so increased 
that it would seem nothing could 
withstand it. in fact, heavy metal 
cylinders let down with the sounding 
apparatus are sometimes, on being 
drawn up again to the surface, found 
bent and collapsed.

logical society In Berlin Dr. Reichnow 
communicated some of the p articulars 
of the finding of remarkable remains 
of gigantic birds in Argentina double 
the height of the ostrich. In modern 
times many kinds of birds are becom­ 
ing extremely rare, esp ecially the 
dinorious races of New Zealand, which 
are beginning to die out. The lecturer 
p resented a sp ecimen of one of these 
birds, a very rare and costly ap teryx 
hasselti, which inhabits the northern 
island of New Zealand, and, while re­ 
sembling the ostrich, is very much 
larger. The government of New' Zeal­ 
and has determined to cut off some of 
th<* smaller island from all civilization 
in order, after destroying all the wild 
eats, p igs and other animals introduced 
there, to p reserve as far as p ossible 
these birds.—London Daily News.

From an Outside Standpoint. 
Brainerd is somewhat interested 
over the public discussion of the 
g ambling q uestion. The g ambling 
houses there pav $ 25 a week each 
“protection,” and as there are six run­ 
ning now some crowd is g etting about 
$ 8,000 a year for tbe streng th of its 
“p ul l P a r t i e s who try to run houses 
without paying for the privileg e are 
promptly arrested. 
This payment 
does not g o to the city, but to a rep­ 
resentative of the influences that are 
powerful enoug h to stop or permit 
g ambling in the city. The papers do 
not state who the money probably 
benefits, but, it is certain that some of 
the city officials at least act in harmo­ 
ny with the plans of the party who 
collects the money from the g amblers. 
It is no surprise that the g amblers 
pay for “protection,” as that is the ai 
most nniversaJ custom, but the matter 
is seldom stated in the papers with 
names and fig ures. The g amblers 
don’t object to pay for the rig ht to 
violate the law, but it seems the 
Brainerd g ang struck for too heavy a 
percentag e. There appears to be lit­ 
tle opposition to the g ames in Brain­ 
erd, but many of the citizens urg e tbe 
$ 8,()00 should be turned into the city 
treasury in the shape sf fines rather 
than into the pockets of city politi­ 
cians.—Little Falls Transcript.

circumstance 
that has Wen noticed with interest, 
and that always creates surprise 
wbeu first learned, is the entire ab­ 
sence of foreign m atter in the deeper 
part of the ocean’s floor. 
Of all the 
vessels lost in midocean, of all the 
human 
beings 
that 
have 
been 
drowned, of all the marine animaL 
that have perished, of all the clay. 
6and and gravel let fall by dissolving 
icebergs, of all the various substances 
drifted from every shore by shifting 
currents, not a trace remains, but in 
their place water from 1,000 to 2,500 
fathoms in depth covers the uniform 
deposit of thick, bluish, tenacious 
slime called globigerina ooze. 
A bit of this under a powerful lens 
is a revelation of beauty not readily 
forgotten. 
The ooze is composed al­ 
most entirely of the daintiest, most 
delicately beautiful shells imaginable 
At depths greater than 2,500 fathoms 
the bottom of the sea consists m ainly 
of products arising from exposure for 
almost incalculable periods to the 
chemical action of sea water, of pum 
ice and other volcanic m atters. This 
finally results in the formation of the 
red ciay deposits that are considered 
characteristic of the profoundest 
depths of the ocean. 
Carbonate of lime, which in the 
form of the shells of foraminifierq, 
makes up so large a part of the globi­ 
gerina ooze, is here almost entirely 
absent. 
Sea water is very nearly a 
universal solvent, and before any 
shell, large or small, reaches the bot­ 
tom of these tremendous abysms it 
is chemically eaten up. literally dis­ 
solved—a result which the enormous 
pressure of the water must material 
ly hasten. 
At 1,000 fathoms the weight of the 
water pressing on all sides of an ob 
ject immersed to that depth is very 
nearly one ton to the square inch, or 
more than 100 times that sustained 
at the sea level, and at the greatest 
depths the pressure is so increased 
that it would seem nothing could 
withstand it. ia fact, heavy metal 
cylinders let down with the sounding 
apparatus are sometimes, on being 
drawn up again to the surface, found 
bent and collapsed. 
Strongly made 
glass vessels which the metal in­ 
closed are shattered into fragments.

AU this 
lias awaken<*d an enthusiastic love of 
real sport among tin* people. The time 
when tin* city youth fond of sport had 
to steal ilirougli th<* dark streets on Ids 
way to or from tin* country has pass *d 
away. The young man who confesses 
lo a love of hunting is no longer pointed 
out as a “ne'er-do-well.” America is 
fast bee*.ming 
nation of marksmen, 
and if then* should ever Ik* a w ar with 
foreign powers, the spectacle often w it­ 
nessed on th** late battlefields of Vir­ 
ginia, where fully one-third of the mus­ 
kets 1 Kiitie were overloaded, under* 
loaded, or in some way wrongly loaded, 
would not be repeated.

From an Outside Standpoint. 
Brainerd is somewhat interested 
over the public discussion of the 
gambling question. 
The gambling 
houses there pay $25 a week each 
“protection,” and as there are six run­ 
ning now some crowd is getting about 
$8,000 a year for the strength of its 
“p u l l P a r t i e s who try to run houses 
without paying for the privilege are 
promptly arrested. 
This payment 
does not go to the city, but to a rep­ 
resentative of the influences that are 
powerful enough to stop or permit 
gambling in the city. 
The papers do 
not state who the money probably 
benefits, but it is certain that some of 
the city officials at least act in harmo­ 
ny with the plans of the party who 
collects the money from the gamblers. 
It is no surprise that the gamblers 
pay for “protection,” as that is the al 
most universal custom, but the matter 
| is seldom stated in the papers with 
names and figures. The gamblers 
don’r object to pay for the right to 
violate the law, but it seems the 
Brainerd gang struck for too heavy a 
percentage. There appears to be lit­ 
tle opposition to the games iu Brain­ 
erd, but many of the citizens urge the 
$8,000 should be turned into the city 
treasury in the shape of fines rather 
than into the pockets of city politi­ 
cians.—Little Falls Transcript.
